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CLAIMS : 

1. An antibody or fragment thereof which 
induces apoptosis in cells expressing Her2 .

2. The antibody of Claim 1 which recognizes 
an epitope on a Her2 polypeptide which is recognized by 
the monoclonal antibody produced by the hybridoma cell 
line ATCC No. "

3 . The antibody of Claim 1 which is a 
monoclonal antibody. 

4. The antibody of Claim 1 which is a 
15 humanized antibody. 

5. The antibody of Claim 1 which is a human 

antibody . 

20 6. A hybridoma cell line capable of producing 

the antibody of Claim 3. 

7 . The antibody of Claim 1 wherein the 
fragment is a F(ab) or Fab' fragment. 
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8. An antibody produced by the hybridoma cell 
line ATCC No.

15. A pharmaceutical composition comprising 
an amount of an antibody of Claim 1 sufficient to induce 

15 apopotosis in a mixture with a pharmaceutically 
acceptable adjuvant . 
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13. The method of Claim 12 wherein the cells 



16. The composition of Claim 15 wherein the 
antibody is a monoclonal antibody. 
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17. The composition of Claim 15 wherein the' 
antibody is a humanized antibody. 



18. The composition of Claim 15 wherein the 
25 antibody is a human antibody.
